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Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The magazine Tracks April2006 is classified as: 

Unrestricted. 

The magazine is a glossy, colourful magazine with an almost exclusive focus on surfing, targeted at 
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young Australian men who are surfing enthusiasts. It has a small amount of sexual content which 
provides very little information or detail about sex itself. There is some coarse and offensive 
language in the articles but this is not a pervasive feature of the magazine. While it is more suitable 
for older teenagers and adults the magazine is unlikely to harm younger readers who happen to 
read or browse it. An unrestricted classification does not interfere with the right to freedom of 
expression set out in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act (1990).
